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FOREWORD. 


This catalogue describes a part of the great medical library 
formed at the end of the fifteenth and the beginning of the sixteenth 
ceniury by Dr. Nicolaus Pol, court physician to the Emperor 
Maximilian. Dr. Pol, who was also a professor of medicine, was an 
early investigator of syphilis, and is well Rnown as the author of a work 


on the cure of syphilis by guaiacum wood, imported from the West 
Indies. 


All the volumes from Dr. Pol’s library are inscribed by him with 
his name and the year in which he took his doctor's degree. At the 
beginning of each volume he has listed the contents; most of the 
volumes he has enriched with a quantity of marginal notes; and for 
some he has compiled indexes. The bindings are, in most cases, the 
original bindings made for Dr. Pol, but the binderies remain to be 
identified. A manuscript note in each volume witnesses that, in 1632, 
it passed into the Collegiate Church at Innichen in the Tyrol. 


This is beyond doubt one of the most interesting collections of 
early medical books that has come into the market, and it would 
be a notable acquisition for a medical library or a collection 
specializing in the most important productions of the fifteenth 
century. It is remarkably rich in first editions of famous medical 
authors and includes a number of veritable monuments of scholarship 
and typography, for in many cases these productions represent the 
finest efforts of their printers. The manuscript matter (Dr. Pol’s 
marginal writings) gives the collection additional interest, and, closely 
examined, it 1s hoped may yield new knowledge about Dr. Pol. 


greater part of the collection. The great Arabian physician Rhazes, 
who died in 923, 1s represented by his stupendous production the 
Continens, or Elhavi, a great encyclopaedia of medicine, and his 
popular general work entitled Liber ad Almansorem. The other 
tenth-century author in the collection is Haly Abbas, a Persian, who 
is represented by his esteemed medical text-book known as the Royal 
Book. Avicenna, most celebrated of the Arabians, was probably the 
medical author to whom Dr. Pol had most frequent recourse. 
There are eight works, for the most part of great size, devoted to 
Avicenna’s great Canon of Medicine, which, written in the eleventh 
century, remained into the sixteenth century the supreme authority on 
medicine. Other Arabian writings of the eleventh century found in 
the collection are Serapion Junior’s Liber Aggregatus, a compilation 
on drugs from Greek and Arabic sources, his Breviarium Medicinae, 
and the Opera of Mesue the Younger, who was an authority on Materia 
Medica. The Hispano-Moortsh school of medicine, which was 
antagonistic to the school of Avicenna, 1s represented by the writings 
of two thirteenth-century authors, the Al-Teisir of Avenzoar, a 
collection full of interesting details, and the Colliget of Averroes of 
Cordova. 


EuropEAN MEDICINE. 


The collection’s earliest European writing of the medieval period 
is the Chirurgia composed by Saliceto of Bologna in 1275. Saliceto 
really restored the use of the knife to surgery. Another work of the 
thirteenth century 1s the Regimen Sanitatis of Magninus of Milan, who 
died about 1300; this work is accompanied by several health tracts of 
Arnold of Villanova. There are two fourteenth century works: a 
pharmacopoeia, Lumen apothecariorum, by Augustus de Quiricus; 
and the Pandectae Medicinae of Maithaeus Silvaticus, which is a 
medical glossary and dictionary. 


In the fifteenth century there were teachers who put together 
they own experience in Practica, Consilia, and Sermones. This 
collection contains the Consilia of B. Montagnana, anatomist, surgeon, 


and lecturer at Padua; the Practica of Michael Savonarola, also a 
Paduan professor, and uncle of the great Dominican, Jerome 
Savonarola, whose education he supervised; and the Practica, or 
Philonium, of Valasco de Taranta, a Portuguese doctor who practised 
at Montpellier; Ugo Benzo of Siena’s Consilia, a compilation of con- 
sultations on a variety of diseases; and Ketham’s Fasciculus Medicinae 
(including Mundinus’ Anatomy which 1s valued for its anatomical 
figures), a collection of current medical writings for the use of 
practising physicians. The other fifteenth-century writings include an 
important pharmacopoeia, Manlis’ Luminare maius, the official text- 
book of the apothecaries of Nuremberg and other towns; and a medical 
astrological work, De diebus criticis, by Matthaeus de Lucha. 


PRINTERS AND EDITIONS. 


The Collection includes some of the most remarkable achtieve- 
ments of the fifteenth-century printers. Time, care, and money, was, 
in many cases, lavishly expended that the standard medical works 
might be worthily and correctly printed. Dr. Pol’s copies of these 
masterpieces of printing show them in their original grandeur, for the 
margins have not been cut down. 


Two only of the books were printed outside Italy, and more than 
two-thirds bear Venetian imprints. Bonetus Locatellus, the printer of 
Venice, 1s represented by the largest number of works, five, all of 
which were published by the famous Venetian firm of Octavianus 
Scotus. The brothers De Gregorus, also of Venice, printed four of 
the works in the collection. 


It was customary for the more important fifteenth-century 
printers and publishers to have designed an apt device to represent 
them, and this device, cut on wood, they used to print at the end and 
occasionally on the title-pages of their productions. Nine different 
woodcut devices are found in this collection, all of which are repro- 
duced here. They belong to the following printers and publishers: 
Angelus Britannicus (Brescia), Hieronymus de Durantibus (Pavia), 
Jean Trechsel (Lyons), Luc’ Antonio Giunta (Venice), Joannes and 
Gregorius de Gregortis (Venice), Dyonysius Bertochus (Venice), 


Baptista de Tortis (Venice), Bernardinus Ricius (Venice), Octavianus 
Scotus (Venice). 


The collection contains the following notable productions :— 

First edition of Montagnana’s Consilia Medica, printed at Padua, in 
1477?, 354 leaves folio in 2 cols. of 60-61 lines. John Michael 
Savonarola, Practica de egritudinibus, Venice, 1486, a finely printed 
production of Andreas de Bonetis. First edition of Rhazes, Elhavi, 
printed at Brescia by Jacobus Britannicus in 1486, containing 590 
leaves folio—probably the largest number of leaves in any single incun- 
able volume (described by Sir W. Osler as “ one of the most ponderous 
of weighty incunabula’’), it weighs 18 lbs. Avicenna’s Canon, Venice, 
1459-1490, by Dyonysius Bertochus, 404 leaves folio. Avicenna’s 
Canon, printed at Venice by Baptista de Tortis during the years 
1490-95, 484 leaves folio. Expositio in aphorismos Hippocratis, 
Venice, 1490 (the first production of the celebrated firm of Philippo 
Pincio which continued at work well into the sixteenth century). The 
Second Latin edition of Ketham, Fasciculus Medicinae, printed at 
Venice in 1495 by Joannes and Gregorius de Gregorus, and famous 
for its fine woodcut scenes of medical life and important anatomical 
illustrations. Avicenna’s Canon, with the immense and erudite 
commentary of Jacques Despars, printed at Lyons by Jean Trechsel 
and (completed) by Jean Clein, 1498, in three great folio volumes, 
having altogether 1 332 leaves folio. Mesue the Younger, Opera, with 
important commentaries, printed at Venice by Luc’ Antonio Giunta 
in 1527, containing 388 leaves folio. 


First EpirIons. 


Exactly a third of the works composing the collection appear in 
their earliest printed form. The following are the rarest and most 
valued of the first editions:—Bartholomaeus Montagnana’s Consilia, 
printed at Padua, in 1477? ; Joannes Serapion’s Breviarium Medicinae, 
Venice, 1479; Rhazes’ Continens, Brescia, 1486; A venzoar's Al 
Teisir, Venice, 1490; Haly Abbas’ The Royal Book, Venice, 1492; 
and Avicenna’s Canon with the great commentary of Jacques Despars, 
printed at Lyons in 1498.

The first edition of his 
monumental work, Practica de Egritudinibus, was published at Colle by 
Bonus Gallus. In 1486 it was reprinted at Venice by Andreas de 
Bonetis. The present copy of this finely printed edition, with its broad 
Ma 8 margins scarcely touched by the binder, is a truly magnificent 
volume.

Sir William Osler describes it as ‘ one 
of the most ponderous among weighty incunabula,’ and it is doubtful 
whether there is another incunable volume containing 590 leaves. The 
present copy weighs over 18lb. 
Rhazes, a Persian by birth, was one of the most illustrious of the Arabian 
_ physicians. He was the director of the hospital at Baghdad, and studied, 
specially, diseases of the eye and skin. The first writer to treat expressly 
of the diseases of childhood. In materia medica he advocated the use of 
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RHAZES—continued. 


arsenic, saltpetre, borax, red coral, precious stones, and oil of ants. His 
description of the smallpox is still quoted in our text-books, and his 
monograph on measles is the earliest on the subject. His chief work, the 
Continens, a great encyclopedia of medicine, which Haller preferred 
to any other Arabic treatise, is made up of an enormous mass of extracts 
from many sources, together with original clinical histories and experi- 
ments in therapeutics.

A large copy of the rare First Edition of Avenzoar’s Al Tezsi7, a 
medical treatise full of interesting details; followed by Averroes’ 
meee a system of medicine founded upon the philosophy of 
ristotle. 


Avenzoar (1113-1162) was a Spanish physician and surgeon. Probably a 
Jew, born near Seville, of a renowned medical family, he was called ‘ Te 
Wzse and Illustrious.’ He experimented on animals, and was probably 
the first to attempt the total extirpation of the uterus. Recommended 
goat’s milk in phthisis and noted the harmful effect of emanations from a 
swampy ground. He described the Acarus scabzet, and advocated that 
experience should be the sole guide of the physician.

Books 1, 2, 4 and 5 of the five books composing Avicenna’s Canon are con- 
tained in this volume. A part of this very rare Avicenna was completed 
in 1490, according to the colophon at the end of Book IV, Fen. I, never- 
theless, bibliographers have persisted in giving 1492 as the earliest year 
connected with its printing. 


The Canon, the greatest literary production of Avicenna, is a_colossal 
work, which for five centuries was accepted as a guide in European 
universities, and which was used as a text-book in the universities of 
Louvain and Montpellier until about 1650. It consists of five books, sub- 
divided into fen (sections), tractatus, and capitulum. Of these volumes 
the first and second treat of physiology, pathology, and hygiene; the 
third and fourth of the methods of treating disease; and the fifth of 
materia medica. Avicenna is said to have been the first to note that

Guglielmo Salicetti (1201-1277), called Saliceto, was the ablest Italian 
surgeon of the thirteenth century. He was surgeon and professor at 
Bologna; later, city physician at Verona, and, during 1269-75, completed 
his Cyrugia for the benefit of his son. His Suzgery stands out 
as a great landmark in the history of the craft. Saliceto did not separate 
surgical diagnosis from internal medicine; and kept a good record of 
case histories, which he held to be the foundation of his subject. His work 
contains the first known treatise on regional or surgical anatomy. He 
restored the use of the knife; he showed how to suture divided nerves 
and to diagnose bleeding from an artery by the spurt of blood. He 
specifies contralateral paralysis as a sequel of head injuries; crepitus is 
emphasized as a diagnostic sign of fractures, arrow wounds are described 
in graphic fashion, and a furrier’s suture is prescribed for intestinal 
wounds. He was, the first to assign venereal contagion as the real cause 
of chancre, bubo and phagedenic ulcers. In his treatise on practice 
(Summa conservationis et curationis) he has left a classic description

what they indicate of good or evil. If they do this they will reach a 
high degree in the Art.” The work contains treatises on eye-diseases. 
He was also an authority of his time on obstetrics. He describes perfora- 
tion, cephalotripsy, and extraction by a hook.

This colossal work was produced at the presses of Jean Trechsel, a cele- 
brated printer and publisher at Lyons; the present copy was bound up in 
three volumes in its present stout bindings shortly after publication.

Written by Dr. Pol in 1517, this is the earliest work known to us treating of 
the cure of the Morbus gallicus, or syphilis, by guaiacum wood imported 
from the West Indies. The guaiacum wood was first introduced into Europe 
by the Spaniards in 1508. Administered in cases of syphilis, the decoction 
of the wood was reckoned a certain specific, insomuch that at first (to 
quote Paynel, of the wood called Guaiacum, 1540) ‘ the physitions wolde 
_ not allowe it, perceynynge that theyr profite wolde decay theby.’ Nicolaus 
Pol writes that some three thousand persons in Spain have already been 
restored to health by it. 
The Emperor Maximilian] had a very real interest in the subject of syphilis, 
and dispatched into Spain and Portugal a number of eminent men to 
investigate the disease. Cardinal Matthaeus Lang, Bishop of Gurk, who 
seems to have had charge of the investigations, arranged for the importa- 
tion of guaiacum wood into Germany. The learned Dr. Pol was in all 
probability one of the party, and to Cardinal Lang is dedicated his work 
on the cure of syphilis by guaiacum wood. 


The first edition, according to J. K. Proksch (Die Litteratur iiber die 
venertschen Krankheiten, ill, p. 543), was printed, without name of place 
or printer, in 1517, the very year that the work was composed. Nowhere, 
however, have we found confirmation of this edition, and we are inclined 
to regard as the first the edition of 1535. In 1536 the work was reprinted 
in a collection of authors on syphilis both at Bale and Lyons.
